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SURGEON-GENERAL SUTHERLAND. 


GovERNOR's ISLAND was made happy on Tuesday 
by the receipt of news from Washington that Colo- 
nel Charles Sutherland, Surgeon, U. 8S. A., Medical 
Director of the Division of the Atlantic, had been 
nominated for the position of Surgeon-General of 
the Army, made vacant by the death of General 
Baxter. There was no mistake as to the sincerity 
of the congratulations for General Sutherland, siuce 
his arrival at Governor’s Island has much endeared 
himself to the resident population. There can be 
no question as to the merit of the appointment, 
even if the question of seniority were not consid- 
ered. He is a native of Pennsylvania, was ap- 
pointed assistant surgeon in 1852 and rendered ex- 
cellent service on the frontier prior to the Civil 
War. During the war he held many responsible 
positions, was at various times Medical Director of 
the Departments of the: Mississippi, Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia and North Carolina, and fully exhibited his 
capability for excellent and energetic professional 
service. From the latter part of 1863 to May, 1864, 
he was Medical Director of Hospitals, with station 
at Annapolis, Md. He received the brevets of lieu- 
tenant-colonel and colonel for the meritorious dis- 
charge of the duties entrusted to bim during the 
war. From 1866 to 1876 he was on duty as assist- 
ant medical purveyor, and on June 28 of the latter 
year was promoted surgeon with the rank of colo- 
nel. The appointment now conferred upen him 
has been well earned and will be highly acceptable, 
not only to the Medical Department of the Army, 
but to the Army generally. The only regret felt in 
New York and vicinity is that it will now remove 
him and his estimable family to another sphere of 
duty. 

At the time of Surgeon General Baxter’s 
death we ventured the prediction that his successor 
would be either Colonel Sutherland or Colonel Page. 
The officials of the War Department, with one ac- 
cord, speak in the highest terms of the nominee, 
and predict for him a most successful administra- 
tion. Colonel Sutherland’s Army endorsements 
were the most numerous of any of the candidates, 
so that he may be regarded as the choice of the 
Army as well as the Presideat. One of the most 
active workers in his behalf outside of the Army, it 
1s understood, was Postmaster General Wanna- 
maker.

Many of 
the great leaders named had original powers of en- 
durance and nage vigor with an apparent 
strength of vitality which should have insured 
them a Jength of days surpassing the period allotted 
by the Psalmist to the life of man. The years by 
which their lives were lessened in consequence of 
the bardships of war are a part of the sacrifice 
which they laid on thealtar of patriotism. Gen. 
Sherman, the glorious old hero, is an illustrious ex- 
ception.” 


Captain H. H. C. Donwoopy, 4th U.S. Artillery, 
but better known as the head and front of the 
weather service. lives in a pretty little house in 
Georgetown at 1522 3lst street. At times it is nota 
little amusing to note the anxiety of his neighbors 
as to the indications of weather as manifested by 
the fact of his going to his office with or without an 
umbrella, and oftentimes a sudden rush back to the 
house has followed the captain’s appearance on the 
street apparently equipped for foul weather.

The captain’s residence is on 
the pleasantest street in the venerable old town, 
and in close proximity to the ancient ——- bouse 
where resides the widow of the Capt. Beveriv Ken- 
non who lost his life on the Princeton Feb. 28, 1844.

We under:tand that Lieut. Percy W. Thompson, 
U. 8. R. M., 18 the sutbor of the interesting article in 
the New York Sun of last Sunday on “ Ocean 
Waves.” He notes the fact that the winter of 1889- 
90 was marked by more violent gales and more 
tremendous seas than any other winter of which we 
bave any record. Half the steamers that crossed the 
porth Atlantic had to putinto Halifax fora fresh 
ony of coal, and several were obliged to burn 
their boats, spars, bulwarks, aud even pertions of 
their cargo, to reach port. Many were obliged to 
put back to Liverpool, as during days and weeks of 
battling with the waves they could make no head- 
way. The largest waves are found off the Cape of 
Good Hope, but they are not dangerous. The North 
Atlantic bas the worst record for dangeroug seas. 
Experiments have shown a force of three tons to the 
square inch for waves, and in exceptional cases it js, 
no doubt, double that. The waves move at from 19 
to 32 knots an bour. It bas been calculated by Airy 
that a wave 100 feet in breadth, and in water 100 
feet deep, travels atthe rate of about 15 miles an 
hour; one 1,000 feet broad, and in water 1,000 feet 
deep, at the rate of 48 miles; one 10,000 feet in 
breadth, and in water 10,000 feet deep, will sweep 
forward with a velocity of not less than 154 miles an 
bour. The distance from crest to crest of waves has 
been found to be 386 feet and the height from crest 
to hollow 84 feet in some cases.

y bottle of ink has thawed out, and now I will 
write you a few lines to wish you a merry Chriat- 
mas. In the first place, since this great Sioux war 
began Pine Ridge has been getting all the news- 
| paper gots: Rosebud ency is being left in 

the cold. Cold! 1 should say so. If you want to 
‘ind out, come out and try some of these December 
mornings. Yes, left in the cold. Some one in the 
Omaha Bee the other day said yes, but what are the 
soldiers doing at Rosebud? ell, we are doing 
enough. We were well equipped and armed and 
ready to march on and tackle the Sioux. The only 
reason that we didn’t “tackle’’ was that our big 
chief had not ordered us to do so. We must wai 
for orders. If Short Bull and Mr. Two Strike kick 
over the traces we will show what we can do. Our 
vamp here was established on the morning of Nov. 
19, and ut that time was composed of three compa- 
nies, A, B, and H, of the 8th [nfautry and two troops, 
A and G, of the 9th Cavalry, officered as follows: 

Lieut.-Col. A. T. Smith, 8th Lof., comdg.; Ist Lieut, 
W. L. Pitcher, 8th [nf., adjt.; Ist Lieut. W. A. Mer- 
cer, A. A. Q. M.; Asst. Surgs. Julian Cahill and A. B. 
Heyl, U.S. A.; Capts. Chas. Porter, F. A. Lys 
and D. T. Wells; 2d Lieuts. E. B. Gose, Edw. N. 
Jones, Jr., und Geo. Ruthers. 

Cavalry.—Capts. P. Cusack aud Joseph Garrard; 
2d Lieuts. Gonzales, Bingham and Grote Hutcheson. 

On Nov. 25 our force was increased by four com- 
panies of the 2ist Infantry, under the command of 
Lieut.-Col. John S. Poland, an old and experienced 
indian fighter. The colonel, being senior, took com- 
mand of all the forces present, and appointed as his 
adjutant general Ist Lieut. John 8S. Parks, 21st Lof. 

The following officers were with the 21st Me 
Capts. W. H. Boyle, Frank H. &. Ebstein and T. W. 
Duovan ; Ist Lieuts. U. H. Bonesteel, J. 8. Parke, Jr., 
and E. H. Brooke; 2d Lieuts. W. Y. Stamper, ¥. L. 
Palmer, J. W. McAndrew, A. L. Parmerter aud 
E. L. Butts, and Act, Asst. Surg. Finley. 

Everybody is in tents and the camp is laid out ac- 
cording to tactics. Not long since 100 recruits put 
in an sppeerence after a hard mareb of two days 
from Fort Niobrara, and with Lieut. BE. T. Cole, one 
of thé 8th’s best young officers, as vommander and 
guide. There are not many Sioux about us and they 
stand around and watch with great interest the 
busy appearance of our camp as it moves along to- 
wards perfect readiness to march against the Sioux 
io the Bad Lands, or take up a winter campaiga. 
The day begins with the soldier here at reveille, 
which is64a.m. The whole command turns out un- 
der arms, and the Ist sergeants call the roll, using a 
lantern,to see by; the list of bugle calls during the 
day then are as follows: Reveille, 6 a. M.; breakfast, 
6.15 A. M.; sick call, 7 A. M.; fatigne call, 7.30 4 M.; 
water call, cavalry, 11 A. M.; recall from fatigue and 
orderly call, 11.45 A. M.; mess call, 12.1: water call, 
cavalry, 2.45 Pp. M.; stable call and recall from fa- 
tigue,3 P.M; guard mount, 30 minutes before sun- 
set; retreat, sunset ; tattoo, 8 Pp. M.; taps at 8 30 P. mM. 

Everything runs along just as it as clock- 
work. Visit the corral of the Q. M. Dept. and you 
find wagons, mules and harness pack trains, with 
old Arizona and New Mexico packers in charge. 
Everything is in readiness to move at a moment's 
notice. lf orders came right now the whole camp 
would be moving to the frontina couple of hours’ 
time, just as though they had never stopped at all 
at Rosebud Agency. 

Lieut. Wm. A. Mercer, an officer of varied experi- 
ence is the camp quartermaster. He manages to give 
everybody everything they want and, of course, 
there are no complaints. e certainly has a finely 
equipped department and much of the success of 
this command will depend upou this. Our efficient 
Q. M. Sergeant, Berkhoff, isa most excellent assis- 


tant. 

Lieut. Geo. Ruthers, 8th Inf., is our ordnance offi- 
cer. He has a new t's inch Gotchkiss mountam 
gun. The gun is a beauty, and Mr. Ruthers bas al- 
ready done sume fine work at practice since our ar- 
rivai here finding the range. Yesterday | saw him 
tire five shells at a boulder about 6 feet square and 
2,000 yards distant. Every shell struck the mark and 
exploded. Tbe whole thing was a grand surprise to 
a body of Iadian police, who were standing near 
looking on. 

The gun will be most serviceable in running out 
the bostijes from rocky basinsio the Bad Lands. 1 
think we will stay close by the lieutenant. Lieut. 
Butte, of the 2\st, has the Gatling gun. This we will 
use in case we get in atight place. [t is said to have 
a scattering effect upon Siouxs, especially at 200 and 
300 yards. 

We saw the lieutenant doing some fine work with 
it yesterday at 500 yards. We don’t waut to get in 
froot of the piece. Lieut. W. L. Pitcher is thesignal 
officer, with Lieut. Bingham, 9th Cavairy, and 
Lieut. McFarland, 21st [nfantry, as ussistant. These 
officers and their parties can be seen out daily with 
their flags and heliograph’, and at oigbt with 
torches, signalling from the different peaks and 
elevations. The couutry about affords a tine oppor- 
tunity for signaling. There are no trees in this 
conntry. not a tree to be seen as far as the eye can 
reach, nothing bigger than a blade of grass. The 
country is sandy and rolling. 

A stroll through the camp in the evening will tind 
the tents well lit up, the soldier boys sitting or ly- 
ing about reading their papers and letters from 
home, or playing games. ‘he officers have favorite 
tents in which they congregate and talk over the 
chances of a big Indian winter campaign. Where- 
ever you find Porter, 8th [nf., or Ebstein, 21st I 
there you will find a full house. These are two 
the most interesting fellows {| ever met in camp. 
They beat the world telling stories and anecdotes of 
mil'tary life. They both are excellent and efficient 
officers, full of life and humor, and are to us what 
champagne is to a dinner party. 

} Our engineer officer is Lieut. Parmerter, 2ist, who 
knows evéry trail witbin 50 miles of us. He can’t 
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survey any furtber than that because we don’t want 
the Sioux to get him yet. Capt. Duncan is a son of 
Col. Duncan of the Seputer Army. Duncan is the 
pennaest captain of infantry. Lieut. Palmer, 2ist, 
s our able commissary officer, and is feeding us up 
fine to stand a tough winter campaign. 

Our cavalry has for soldiers negroes, and it is said 
that the two troops here are the best two of * buf- 
falo soldiers" in the service. Capts. Cusack and 
Garrard take much pride in keeping these fellows 
up tothe mark. They are good riders, are cheerful 
- oo performance of their duty, and are good rifle 
shots. 

The cavalry is all paeked right now and ready to 
take the field at a momept’s notice. Dr. Asbton 
Hey], son of Surg. Heyl, U.S. Navy, is detached 
from the general command and will accompany the 
eavalry in case they take the field in the next day 
or so against the hostile Sioux. This will be the 
doctor’s first Indian fighting. Stand clear, Mr. 
Sioux, for we know the doctor is provided with 
something that beats lead pills all hollow. 

Our youngest officer is Lieut. E. B. Gose, 8th Inf. 
West Point does not turn out amore nervy young 
soldier, bright, cheerful, and ready for fight or drill; 
whatever called on todo. He may be seen watch- 
ing frequently in the direction of the hostile camp 
with bis glasses. He evidently wants to get there, 
and he will do it, too, in good shape when the time 
comes.

PINE RIDGE AGENCY. 


Dec. 16, the 7th Cavalry, under Col. Forsytb; the 
9th, under Col. Henry; Battery E, Ist Art., under 
Capt. Capron, and the Indian scote, under Ist Lt. 
Chas. Taylor, 9th Cav., moved out towards the 
“Band Lands,” or reported impregnable position of 
the Indians. This position is said to be on acom- 
manding mesa or table land, to which only three or 
four narrow trails lead, these being commanded 
and breast works thrown up. With some of the 
hostiles are said to be some Indians educated at Car- 
lisle, and doubtless there they learnt the construc- 
tion of the Vauban front and other points in en- 
gineering. On the north approaching this place 
with usis the 8th Cav., northwest the 6th, south- 
west the battalion of cavalry from Fort Leaveo- 
wortb, the 7th covering the south. Unless [Indians 
have changed they will not “corral” well, and will 
not stay to be thus surrounded. If not attacked in 
this position, to waste the lives of soldiers, they will 
have to be corralled for months to surrender, when 
they should be disarmed, shackeled, and sent East 
to jail. The moral effect of this will be greater 
than a fight, a scattering, and gradual return to 
agencies. This grand coup d’etat or strategic 
move way work, but | doubtit. The Indian will 
get outside and whack us and skip and scatter us as 
he chooses—nous verrons. The cavalry, represent- 
ing over half the vavairy corps of the Army, will 
do its part, and the battery of the fighting 1st Artil- 
lery will not be found wanting now, as it never has 
been in the past. 

P. 8.—The order for our move has been suspended. 
This whole matter is a farce. Someone has blund- 
ered, and tbe feeling here is thatthe great expense 
to the War Department, as well for officersand ther 
families, and annoyance to all, is due to the weak- 
ness, if not. more, of an Indian agent and the disepo- 
sition to give too ready anear to [ndian troubies. 
Let Congress investigate this matter, with Senator 
Pettigrew at the head. 

All quiet. One day we are to move, the next we 
are not. Rations are drawn to Jan. 5. It we could 
go up into the Bad Lands and get a good camp and 
from there scout with our packs, we would be satis- 
fied. No one believes the Indians will remain in 
one position to be attacked, no matter how impreg- 
nable, and is not their siyle; but, no doubt, we are 
in for it for the winter. We are having Messiah 
weather. Capt. Taylor, 9th Cav., has gone in, sick. 

Officers are beginning to fix their tents for winter, 
and when well fixed will move. Gen. Forsytb has 
bis floored, or at least one, and a canvas door; Capt. 

Kean, asst. surg., the same. Capt. Corliss bas his 
surrounded by tall brush. Capt. Loud has a tin 
cap to his Sibiey, and he and his subalterns visit 
tepees daily to get used to the smoke of his Sibley 
stove. Col. Henry hasa pit, or grave 3ft. deep in 
his tent, and alsosleeps in a box cold nights, one side 
and end being knocked off. Seventeen years ago h 

spent New Years’s in the Bad Lands and there, an 

in camp here, the thermometer for 10 days was 40 
to 50 degs. below zero,so he proposes to prepare 
while this Messiah weather lasts. * S1oux.” 


On the afternoon of Saturday, Dec. 20, another 
delegation of all the prominent chiefs of tne nation 
came to Gen. Brooke, and made such an urgent and 
earnest plea to be allowed to go out and bring inthe 
hostiles that he eonsented. They started the next 
morning with about 200 carefully selected men, and 
expected to reach the camp of the disaffected about 
noon on Monday, Dec. 22.. This was an effort of 
such strength and influence that it was believed to 
be almost impossible to resist it, as it was the wie- 
dom and influence of all the head chiefs of the Brule 
and Ogallala Sioux, supported by asmall but power- 
ful body of warriors, who certainly would vot hesi- 
tate to use foree to bring the malcontents to their 
senses. Dec, 22, Colonel Sumner telegraphed that 
be had just secured the surrender of all of the mal- 
contents of the Sitting Bull fracas who were on 
their way south to join the hostiles in the Bad Lands. 

Advices came from Dickinson, N. D., Dec. 24 that 

Japt. Fountain and Lieut. Sydenham’s troop of 8tb 
Cavalry, with about 80 men, were surrounded by 
500 Indians in the Cave Hills, 80 miles south of Dick- 
inson, 1p one of the worst spots in the Bad Lande. 
Capt. Fountain’s company bad been making forced 
marches for the past ten aays, gaining rapidly on the 
remnant of Sitting Bull’s band, who have jvined 
forces with Short Bull’s and Kicking Bear’s bands 
of 400. Capt. Fountain’s cavalry camped for the 
night Dec. 21 and were surrounded during the night. 
Reinforcements were hurried up and on Christmas 
day a telegram was sent East saying: ‘‘ Major Car- 
roll made a forced march Tuesday night under orders 
from Fort Yates, witb 55 cavalry, of 65 miles in 14 
hours up the Cannon Ball, arriving at New England 
City at8 a.m. Two hours’ rest was taken at New 
England City, and Major Carroll continued the 
forced marcn southwest in the direction of Cave

A newspaper despatch says that Capt. Hurst, com- 
manding at Fort Sully, bas received the capitulation 
of 174 Uncapapas, including 70 of Sitting Bull’s band 
and 50 from Rosebud Agency. Narcisse Narcello, 
boss tarmer, brought in 412 of Big Foot’s indians. 
Out of these 98 stands of arms were collected. They 
were nearly all Winchesters of every description and 
of very antiquated pattern. . 

A despatch of Dec. 23 from Pine Ridge says: “‘ The 
police bave arrested the Messiah in Cloud’s 
camp. When they pulled the white blanket off they 
found an intelligent but harmless crank, M. C. Hop- 
kins by name, from Nashua, Iowa. He claimed that 
he was here in the interest of peace, and that he had 
come because the Indians misinterpreted his mes- 
sage. Some of the Indians were indignant over his 
arrest, while others laughed and said he was a crazy 
fool. None of the chiefs take any stock in him, and 
Red Cloud walked up to him and said: ‘You go 
home. You are no sou of God.’”’ 

The arrest of Sitting Bull was due to a telegram 
from Gen. Ruger of Dec. 12 to the U. O. Fort Yates 
in words as follows: ** The Division Commander has 
directed that you make it your special duty to 8e- 
cure the person of Sitting Bull. Call on Indian 
Agent to co-operate and render such assistance as 
will best promote the purposes in view.’’ Repre- 
sentatives Blanchard and McAdoo have presented 
resolutions in the House looking toa thorough in- 
vestigation of “his summary taking off,’’ asking 
whether there was a state of war justifying it. 

Majur-Gen. Schofield has received a telegram 
from Gen. Miles dated Rapid City, Dakota, Dec. 22, 
as follows: “1 believe all, or very nearly all, of the 
followers of Sitting Bull have been captured. Col. 
Sumner reports to-day the captureof Big Foot’s 
band of Sioux, numbering 150. He bas been one of 
the most defiant and threatening, The result so far 
has been satisfactory.”” A later despatch reports 
that these braves gave Col. Sumner the slip and 
were, at last accounts, fleeing south to join Kicking 
Bear and the other hostiles, with Col. Heury and 
four companies of the 9th Cavalry in hot pursuit, 
with pack muler, twe Hotchkiss guns and ove mor- 
tar. A wagon train follows under escort. 

A Rapid City despatch of Dee. 26, reports that 
General Miles had completed his cordon around the 
Indians position, and that the troops were within 48 
hours march of the bostiles.

TRIAL TRIP OF THE NEWARK. 


A SPECIAL to the Philadelphia Ledger from Dela- 
ware Breakwater says: For a Christmas present, 
Wm. Cramp and Sons, of Philadelphia, will band to 
Uncle Sam the new cruiser Newark, which to day 
(Dee. 22) successfully passed the ordeal of an official 
trial trip,and proved to the officers composing 
the Trial Board that an addition had been made to 
the New Navy of more than usual excellence. 

From the start the engines worked magnificently. 
During the whole run there was not a mishap, the 
engines averaging about 127 revolutions per minute, 
and notwithstanding the extraordinary heat gene- 
rated in the furnaces the maximum temperature of 
the epgine rooms was about 104 degrees. It is known 
that the engines developed a little over 9,000 borse 
power, which will give the Crampsa premium of 
more than $50,000. The speed attained, as shown by 
the logs, averaged 19 and 6-10 knots per hour. After 
the 4 hour run the afternoon was devoted to testing 
the quickness with which the ship could be stopped 
and backed while travelling at full speed,and also te 
show her steering and turning capabilities. A com- 
plete turn was madein4 min. 45 sec. One mirute 
and 35 see. covered the time from poles ahead full 
speed to going astern full speed. The latter move- 
ment, ordinarily a great strain upon engines, was 
accomplished without even starting arivet. After 
the turning trial the ship steamed back to Delaware 
| and anchored inside the Break water. 

he next morning the Newark madea short run 
outtosea. Forced draught was started on the two 
forward boilers, and the coal consumption trial be- 
gan at 7.30 and lasted fourhours. During that time 
over 19.5 tons of coal were burned in the two boil- 
ers, With an air pressure averaging over 2 in. The 
blowers made over 759 turps per minute. she steam 
pressure was 120, and the engines made about 107 
revolutions with half boiler power. 








CONGRESS AND THE INDIANS.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


THE Secretary of the Navy bas directed that the 
contract for the construction of a timber dry dock 
at' Port Royal, S. C., be awarded to Justin MoCar- 
thy, of Washington, at bis bid of $418,915, provided

plans. 


A new Order in Council is confidently expected, 
in consequence of the present indisputable dearth 
of lieutenants in the British Navy, increasing the 
period of their service by five years, thus making 
the age of retirement fifty instead of forty-five, as 
it is now. 


THE so-called Thomas cruising monitor, the con- 
struction of which, at a cost of $1,500,000, was au- 
thorized by act of March 2, 1889, is nu longer in 
favor at the Navy Department, and there is a pro- 
vision in the pending House Naval Bill to repeal its 
authorization. 


Cuter Constructor WILson and Engineer-in- 
Chief Melville, to whom the bids and plans for tor- 
pedo boat No. 2 were submitted by Secretary Tracy, 
have reported in favor of awarding the contract to 
the Herreshoff Manutacturing Company at Bristol,

A few wooden plugs 
driven into the cracks effectually stop the 
water. About 18 inches of water had worked iuto 
the Galena 8 hold during the night. The Galena is 
lying in an isolated part of the Yard, with no one 
on board. She is stripped and awaiti repairs. 
Another day and night and the Galena’s leak, it is 
declared, would have opened sufficiently to have 
sunk the vessel in her moorings inside of eight 
bours.

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CHANGES OF STATIONS. 


THe frequent recurrence of deficiencies in the 
mileage appropriation, and the infrequency with 
which the stations of many regiments are changed 
for want of transportation funds, suggest the idea 
that something could be done by the War Depart- 
ment to better regulate these matters. A perusal 
of orders issued from time to time changing. the 
stations of staff and non-commissioned officers, 
shows that these classes of public servants are 
moved with more regularity than others in the mili- 
tary service, and that most extreme climatic 
changes are the rule. Officers are ordered from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific coasts, from Oregon to 
Texas, Arizona to Michigan, ete. 

It would be more economical for both the Govern- 
ment and the official to establish a rule that changes 
of stations will be made at the same regular inter- 
vals as now, but that shorter moves shall be made 
in each case. For example, a surgeon having com- 
pleted his tour in the vicinity of New York or Bos- 
ton, would proceed to a post west of the Mississippi, 
say somewhere in Dakota; his next tour should 
then be in Montana, thence to Washingion or 
Oregon, thence to California, Arizona, Texas, ete. 
This would not bea difficult method with several 
transcontinental railway lines to move over. This 
would save a good deal, and would: manifestly help 
to prevent deficiency bills, being alike beneficial to 
Government and individuals. 

In the case of regiments this plan would result in 
more frequent changes, and render unnecessary 
much of the changing of compauies from post to 
post within Departments. Some regiments bave at 
various periods been kept as much as ten years in 
the same Department, and there is one case now 
where a cavalry regiment has been nearly fifteen 
years in one Department, and the one usually re-" 
garded as the most undesirable of stations. 

Aside from all Government interest in these mat- 
ters, the present want of system works hardship on 
individuals. Troops serving in Arizona or Mon- 
tana, for instance, are deprived of many things 
which more fortunate comrades stationed in Ken- 
tucky, Kansas, and other civilized localities find so 
common that they cease to be luxuries. The cost of 
living is very much greater in the arid regions, and 
this produces a decided inequality in the pay table. 

These matters deserve consideration by the au- 
thorities, for it is not the hardships of scouting and 
active service which brings discontent and deser- 
tion, but isolation and idleness in posts where the 
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brings more good young soldiers m the Army than 
necessity, and nothing produces discontent among 
them quicker than Laving old soldiers growl about 
how long they have been on one station. The cay- 
alry regiments having the highest per cent. of de- 
sertions the past year are those which have had the 
fewest changes of station in the past twenty years. 

It is not good policy to move a regiment from 
one end of the continent to the other, and say 
‘*now you have had change enough for ten years.” 
New men are constantly coming in, and nothing 
gives soldiers more pleasure, or makes them 
more contented, than to sit around the fire and talk 
over old times on their last statior. 








A OORRESPONDENT, referring to the statement 
that the War Department is, in future, going to 
deal more severely with captured deserters, writes: 
‘What is most wanted is a change in the guaiity 
of the confinement at hard labor. The quantity is 
more than sufficient now, but the quality is a genu- 
ine and unadulterated farce. It may suit humani- 
tarians, but if there is any one thing in the execu- 
tion of a sentence, as at present administered, 
which would deter the average prisoner from ‘doing 
it again,’ I would like to be told it. The punish- 
ment does not fit the crime except as to length. It 
never reaches a man’s mind and certainly cannot 
affect his body.” Doubtless there is some truth in 
our correspondent’s criticisms, for we have more 
than once heard it stated that the present system 
of administering sentences was entirely too lenient. 








WuaT has become of the Army brevet nomina- 
tions? This isa question propounded to us from 
many directions. So far as we can learn the au- 
thorities have given them little thought during the 
present session. No additions have been made to 
the list recently, and unless some should follow the 
present Indian troubles the number will remain at 
142. The delay in sending the names to the Sen- 
ate is thought to be due to a hitch between the au- 
thorities as to the extent of the brevets to be con- 
ferred. But why delay those about which there is 
no doubt? A correspondent makes a suggestion on 
this subject which should receive attention. 








THe Christmas season is with us again and we 
tender to all our cordial good wishes. To the 
brave officers and men now in the field enduring as 
they must the awful rigors of a winter in the 
Northwest, we tender them most especially, and 
trust that before long they will be enabled to re- 
turn to their comfortable barracks and enjoy once 
more the comforts of civilization. The dangers to 
which our troops are exposed and the innumerable 
acts of self-denial which they aod their families 
have to practice are not as fully appreciated by the 
mass of our citizens as they ought to be.

THE ist U.S. Infantry, Colonel W. R. Shafter 
commanding, have likely seen the last, for many 
years to come, at least, of the Pacific 8iope, for re- 
cent orders station the regiment at Fort Niobrara. 
Colonel Kautz, 8th Infantry, moves his headquar- 
ters and two companies of his regiment to Fort 
Robinson and two companies go to Fort Omaha. 
The 1st Infantry has been in California since 1886 
and the 8th Infantry went to Nebraska the same 
year. 








Tue St. Joseph Gazette, referring to the fact ** that 
the Missouri Legislature is composed almost entirely 
of colonels, with a sprinkling of majors and judges,” 
says: “A title is obviouslv a luxury and should be 
paid for. Let the State levy an annual tribute on a 
sliding scale to be determined by the relative :m- 
portance of the titles. Say that all the colonels be 
required to put up $100; the majors, $75; the cap- 
taine, $50. The judges ought to be able to staod $50, 
and the ’equires 75 cents, or even a dollar would not 
be exorbitant. Such alaw would put one-half the 
adult male population of the State on the new-fan- 
gled tax-roll, and raise enough funds to pay all the 
expenses of State, county, and city government.”’ 








Captain HENRY JACKSON, 7th Cavalry, gives our 
readers some interesting information on the subject 
of Life Insurance in a letter appearing elsewhere.

THE HAWLEY BILL. 


A CORRESPONDENT objects to our brief editorial 
comment of Dec. 138 on the Hawley bill, on the 
ground that a good strong light should be thrown 
on the methods that have been used in the adminuis- 
tration of the Army during the past year, and upon 
the wrong he believes to have been done by the dis- 
bandment of cavalry and infantry—“to the end that 
the action in this matter may not stand as a prece- 
dent.” Wehave done our part to call attention to 
what we believe to be a straining of the law, and 80 
far as we can see we have done all that has been 
done. But the Hawley bill should stand upon its 
merits, and it would be foolish to oppose wise legis- 
lation because of something that may have been 
done without legislation. If there is any legitimate 
argument against the bill it should be presented, but 
it will hardly do to wait until we have perfected a 
measure that pleases every officer and promotes the 
interests of all alike. If the Hawley bill is accept- 
able, so far as it goes, it is wise to promote its pas- 
sage, leaving other measures to come forward at the 
proper time. We learn that there is an excelient 
prospect of securing its passage duriag the present 
session of Congress and advantage should be taken 
of the opportunity. What another Congress may be 
disposed to do no man can tell, and we do not see 
how the passage of an acceptable bill now wil) pre- 
vent it from acting upon the suggestion of our cor- 
respondent and turning the “lurid light” of in- 
vestigation upon any action that may in its judg- 
ment be open to criticism. 

Another correspondent says: ‘‘ We cavalrymen 
(especially the yoangsters) are wondering if there is 
any prospect for us in the crash of worlds that is to 
follow the passage of the new Army bill. It looks 
as if the new bill were for the benefit of the officers 
of twe arms instead of for the good of the Service. 
Said bill, as [ understand it, would promote all my 
classmates in the infantry and artillery and leave 
those of us that came into the cavalry from 35 to 55 
on the lineal list of 2d lieutenants. Do you thiak 
thatis fair? By looking at the Official Register of 
1890, it will be seen that if the original vacancres in 
the grade of major were filled from the line, irre- 
spective of arm, but very few captains of cavalry 
would be benefited thereby, which 1s as it should 
be, but the 1st lieutenants of artillery would also be 
benefited, as wold those of the infantry and a few 
of the cavalry. -Now, to put the whole matter in as 
few words as possible, the younger Ist lieutenants 
and all 2d lieutenants of the artillery and infantry 

will receive phenomenal promotion, placing them 
far ahead of their brethren in the cavalry, and the 
older lieutenants of artillery and infantry will be 
benefited very little more than they would if the 
promotion extended to all branches according to 
date of commission. The bill, as [ understand it, 
possibly offers us the opportunity of being trans- 
ferred to the artillery and infantry as 2d lieutenants, 
junior to many of our classmates whom we ranked 
before and to.those whom we ‘jumped’ as ‘ plebes,’ 
simply because we came into the cavalry. It is a 
matter of discussion also, whether we are to have 
our choice in the matter of transfer. Will you kiadly 
inform us in regard to this point?”’ The only ref- 
erence to transfers we find in the bill (see p. 266, 
JOURNAL of Dec. 13) is in section 6, which provides 
for transfers to the artillery from other arms of the 
Service to fill vacancies in the lowest grade. The 
bill gives the infantry regiments the organization 
which the cavalry and artillery now bave, and the 
promotions in the infantry are incident to this 
change. lt also makes vacancies in the artillery by 
adding two regiments to that arm. It makes no 
change in the cavalry, which accounts for the fact 
that there are no promotions in that arm provided 
for. 


Tue letter addressed by the American Society of 
Mechanical Engineers to Congress, asking for some 
recognition of the services of John Ericsson, is 
signed by R. H. Thurston, E£. D. Leavitt, Charles K. 
Emery, J. F. Holloway, and G. H. Robinson, com- 
mittee. Lt describes Ericsson as one of the greatest 
benefactors to the country and one of the noblest 
members of the engineering profession. It calls 
attention specifically to the far-reaching results of 
his work upon the Monitor, and urges that he did 
“ more than any other one man or body of men did 
or could to give this nation absolute indeperdenace, 
absolute safety, and wholesome respect in the eyes 
of the civilized world.”’ lt asserts that “the De- 
stroyer bas not reveived the attention and encour- 
agement its merits demanded, simply because the 
former invention of the Monitor has made the days 
of peace so lasting that there has been no necessity 
of utilizing his next great step in the development 
of modern vaval warfare. Foreign monarchs and 
Governments conferred upon Ericsson orders of 
every degree and in great numbers. His services 
and his talents received recognition elsewbere, but 
this country, which owos so much to, bim, has failed 
to exhibit in any manner, even in the most insigni- 
ficant way, the gratitude and respect which he has 
so well earned, andSwhich shculd have been his in 








an immeasurable degree.jThe memorialists acoord- 
ingly ask that Congress will “ place his name high 
among the roll of those who ably served their 
country,” and, in so doing, “ shall honor the profes-. 
sion of which he was so eminent an example, and 
which, more than all others, bas during the lifetime 
of this man done so much to advance civilization, 
to bring about the reign of peace, and to enlarge and 
add to the comfort and happiness of mankind in 
general.” In transmitting the memorial theSecretary 
of the Navy expresses his full accord with its senti- 
ment, and it has been sent to Congress in a Presi« 
dential message asking for such action upon it as 
the Congress may deem proper. 








Tue retirement of Chief Engineer Loring this 
week promotes Chief Engr. W: W. Dungan, Chief 
Engr. Albert S. Greene and P. A. Kagr. James J 
Barry. Their are no further promotions in the 
Engineer Corps of the Navy to result from retire- 
ments until Feb. 15, 1892, when Chief Engr. Fletcher 
retires. There will be none in 1891, four altogether 
1n 1892, three in 1993, three in 1894, five in 1895, four 
in 1896, six in 1897, and a dozen in 1898. lt is hardly 
worth while to state the promotions that will fol- 
low, as other casualties will occur to alter the pro- 
gramme. It can hardly be doubted, too, that the 
corps will be increased. it is imperative that it 
should be. The question of employing men from 
civil tife has been seriously considered. If the bill 
for the transfer of the Revenue Marine becomes a 
law, 50 additional engineers will, it is estimated, 
be available for our naval vessels, as the revenue 
cutters now have engiaeers in excess of the naval 
allowance. But this prospect ought not to interfere 
with the new appointments asked for. We have 
entered upon a course of naval development in 
which there should be no steps backward, and in no 
department is thorough training more imperative- 
ly needed than that of steam engineering. Our 
Navy is destined to great transformations, and it is 
becoming that officers in every department should 
lay aside prejudice and cordially consider what the 
best interests of the Service require. The interest of 
ove is the interest of all, and the discussion of all 
subjects affecting the Navy in a large and liberal 
spirit will dispose Congress and the cougtry to fa- 
vorably considcr naval demands. 








THE influence of poetry was never more strikingly 
displayed than in the case of the lyric appeal to the 
Honorable Secretary of the Navy which we pub- 
lished last week. It will be observed that it was 
dated on board the Kearsarge, Nov. 19, at Colon. 
The very next day the vessel was reported safely in 
the harbor of Key West, Fia., and she has since gone 
to Port Royal. If our bard will now turn his atten- 
tion to a poetical protest against the dengue fever 
he will complete the happiness of his shipmates. It 
is the characteristic of poetry that it appeals to 
universal humanity, and even when addressed by the 
forecastle to the august head of the Navy it over- 
leaps all barriers and brings the hearts of the low- 
liest and the highest in instant accord. 








THE prompt confirmation of the nomination of 
Naval Constructor Theodore D. Wilson to be Chief 
of the Bureau of Construction and Repair and Chief 
Constructor of the Navy wasa well-deserved re- 
cognition of the service which led the President to 
choose him for the second time as his own successor 
in office. The confirmation came so promptly that 
there was no break in the continuity of his service. 
His new commission was a Christmas present of the 
sort that a naval officer most highly appreciates, 





REFERRING to a pet deer belonging to a Britisir 
regiment, a correspondent writes: “He accom- 
panies the drum-and-fife baad with unfailing regu- 
larity, and, when dressed in bis regimentale, attracts 
a very large share of public admiration.

Among otber measures that will be urged for con- 
sideration in the House in case the evening session 
is obtained are the Senate bills to increase the pay 
of privatee of the Hospital Corps; to increase the 
number of college details; for the construction of 
buildings at Omaha, Neb.; for the purchase of land 
for a military post at Kagle P: Texas; to mark 
the lines of battle at Gett; sburghb, Pa., and to revive 
the grade of Lieutenant General. 

Chairman Cutcheon has deferred culling up the 
Army Appropriation Bill uotil after ry A 
Under the rules it has the right of way at any time. 
Gen. Cutcheon was on the eve of calling it up on 
several occasions, but there being indications of a 





desire on the part of members to talk poli ” 
very sensibly, concluded to keep the Army ou 
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such debates by tponing the consideration of the 
bill until the political speecbes had been delivered. 

The House Military Committee bas made favorable 
reports on H. R. 12,343, to increase the efficiency of 
the Army by giving sergeant-majors, regimental 
quartermaster-sergeants, and first sergeants, the 
same pay as for sergeants of engineers, and to give 
all the increase of pay for length of service as pow 
provided by law; H. R, 12,362, to establish the Re- 
cord and Pension Office of ths War Department; 
H. R. 7,499, to retire Lieut.-Col. J. Madison Cutts 
with the rank and pay of captain. 

The House Committee on Claims has made a favor- 
able report on the bill previously passed by the 
Senate for the settlement of the accounts of Lieut.- 
Col. C. G. Sawtelle. 

That the services of Captain F.C. Ainsworth, as- 
sistant surgeon, in facilitating the adjustment of 
pension claims, are appreciated by Congress, is 
quite apparent from the promptness with which 
the Senate passed the bil] to establish the Record 
and Pension Office in the War Department, and to 
give the officer referred to the rank and pay of 
colonel as chief of that office. Less than two weeks 
ago the bill was introduced. At the first session of 
the Military Committee thereafter, it was decided 
to report it favorably, and on Monday when re- 

rted to the Senate, was passed without a single 
vote of opposition and without going on the calen- 
dar. ‘The following day a House bill for the same pur- 
pose was reported by the House Military Commit- 
tee, so that the action of the House is all that is now 
necessary to insure Captain Ainsworth the rewards 
for bis efficient services. In a letter addressed to 
the Senate Military Committee, Secretary Proctor 
says: “fhe present organization brings together, 
under one direction, all the business received from 
a common source and relating to common matters, 
It permits harmony and consistency of action and 
avoids duplication of work. Its practical success 
has been marked and constant. The importance of 
the work must continue for many years. Its over- 
sight and direction require marked executive abil- 
ity and untiring zeal. No less position could well 
be accorded to its chief than that contemplated by 
the bill. 1t is certainly due to Ins great responsibil- 
ities and burdens and to the dignity of his office.” 


BILLS INTRODUCED. 


8. 4681, Mr. Plumb. To authorize the retire- 
ment, without further service, and under the provisions of 
ebapter 67, volume 23, Statutes at Large of the United 
States, of all enlisted men now in the U. 8. Army or Marine 
Corps who served in the War of the Rebellion and who were 
honorably discbarged therefrom. 


8. 4701, Mr. Sawyer. To amend section 1225, 
Rev. Stat., by adcing the following : 

The governing board of any college or university which 
is or may be hereafter entitled to the detail of an officer of 
the Army as professor of military science and tactics may 
ask, after the qualifications of any officer so detailed bave 
been tested by a temporary detail at such college or aniver- 
sity, for the permanent detail of such officer for duty at 
the said institution; and this ofticer shall be assigned to 
permanent duty as professor of military science and tactics 
at the college or university so asking tor his services, with 
the rank of Ist lieutenant in the U.S. Army,and with the 
pay and allowances of a Ist lieutenant of cavalry and with- 
out further promotion; bis permanent detail away from 
bis corps of the Army shall create a vacancy in such corps; 
he shall be under the immediate command of the General 
of the Army, and subject to all rules and regulations gov- 
erning the Army of the United States; and if at any time 
such officer shall, by neglect or misccnduct, render bis con- 
tinuance at such c llege or upiversity unprofitable to such 
tstitution, be shall be removed from such college or uni- 
versity ana be returned to his former corps of the Army as 
janior Ist lieutenant of the same as soon asa vacancy in 
tbe list of Ist lieutenants of the said corps sball occur; and 
pending such vacancy he shal be left unassigned and shall 
receive one-half the pay of his grade in the Army. 

Second lieutenants selected by colleges or universities 
under the provisiors of this act shall first pass the pre- 
scribed examination for promotion to the grade of Ist lieu- 
tenant of infsntry.

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As the result of a series of exhaustive trials at the 
Annapolis proving ground of the method of firing 
Gatling guns by electricity, the Navy Department 
has decided to have the motors fitted to all Gatling 
guns on shipboard, returning to the use of the 
crank, however, when the guns are taken ashore by 
landing parties. 





Dr. Justin bad avother trial with his dynamite 
gun at Rome, N. Y., Dec. 20, and the telegraph re- 
ports that he succeeded in firing three large shells, 
each weighing 275 pounds and carrying 74 pounds 
of dynamite, at the target, about 900 feet distant. 
About 100 people were present, most of them being 
interested parties and noneoner correspondents. 
A crowd of people on the hillside in the distance 
gave a loud cheer, and ina short time Dr. Justin 
was congratulated. The shell was made of the finest 
crucible steel. The outer shell was 38 inches long 
and 9 inches in diameter. The base was 3 inches 
thick and the pvint of solid steel. The inner shell 
that carries the dynamite was 8 inches long, 714 
inches in diameter and 3 1-6 inches in thickness. 
=e box that carried the dynamite was made of 
w 





The tests of the 12-inch cast-steel rifle were made 
Dec. 22, under the direction of Lieut. Taylor, the 
engineer in charge of the works at Sandy Hook. 
The gun was first loaded with 100 pounds of powder 
and a hollow shell. The charge of powder was 
gradually increased uutil 250 pounds were used ata 
load. Private Adley was terribly injured in the 
head by being struck with a heavy stwel bar which 
was burled from the gun carriage with great force 
by the heavy recoil of the huge weapon. The gun 
was pointed out to sea, and Corpl. MsDonald was 
sent off shore in a small boat to see how far it threw 
the big shells. 


The new issue of the English magazine rfis, of 
which about 120,000 have been manufactured, will 
possess the following advantages: 1.

To clean 
the rifle the soldier is to carry a piece of whipcord 
in hia knapsack. The rifie will only be sighted to 
1,900 yards. Maj. Palliser asserts that the English 
bolt action has shown ‘extraordinary endurance, and 
that italone came out triumphant from a crucial 
test curried out in a fair and exhaustive manner by 
tne Ordnance Committee of the Roumanian Army. 





At a series of experiments with the Gruson quick 
firing gun at Buckau-Magdeburg, Sept. 22, a speed 
of 50 shotsa minute was attaiped, which is the 
maximum yet reached by any gun of equal calibre. 


The date for opening the bids for $3,500,000 worth 
of heavy guns for seacoast detence is pow fixed for 
Jan. 4 and it is announced that no reduction will be 
made in the number of guns advertised for. About 
a dozen firms have applied for plans and specifica- 
tions and we shall soon see ou what terms they are 
able to enter into competition with the Government 
foundries. There are no indications of competition 
from the Pacific Coast though the Fortification Act 
requires that one-fourth of the 100 guns provided 
for must be built on the Pacific Slope. Secretary 
Proctor in his recent message to Congress states 
that while there is no plant ready on the Pacific 
Coast, capital is ready to establisb foundries at 
several places. The Watervliet Arsenal has reached 
the limit of its present capacity and it would re- 
quire about 40 years to complete there the guns 
needed for all of our coasts. The Board on the sub- 
ject estimates that it will take $349,000 to establish a 
plant on the Pacific Coast for the manufacture of 
high power guos, and for the machinery tools 
$1,135,200, making a total of $1,481 200. They recom- 
mend its establishment but do not recommend a 
foundry at Rock Island, Indianapolis or near the 
Galf coast. 


THE SECRET OF THE CUSTER MASSACRE 


Tue Rev. T. T. Munger, of New Haven, delivered 
an eloquent address at the recent funeral of Major- 
— Terry, and, in the course of bis remarks, 








said: 

“it isthe duty of the soldier to be silent under 
accusations and criticisms. Gen. Terry never cane 
under accusation, but he did not wholly escapea 
kind of subdued and qualified criticism in con- 
nection with the Custer affair ia 1876. 

“The facts in the case have never been generally 
kuown. It is permitted me to speak of them to-day 
without reserve, and I doso because Gen. Terry's 
conduct in the matter seems to me to be the noblest 
act in his life and the truest index of bis character. 

** Custer’s fatal movement was in direct violation 
of both verbal and written orders. When his rash- 
nees and disobedience ended in the total destruction 
of bis command Gen. Terry withheld the fact of the 
disobeyed orders, and suffered an imputation, hurt- 
ful to his reputation, to rest upon himself rather 
than subject a brave but indiscreet subordinate to 
a charge of disobedience. The fame of his dead 
comrade was dearer to him than his own, even 
though that fame bad been forfeited. By all ordin- 
ary principles of conduct he would bave been justi- 
fied in letting the plain truth be known, but instead 
he scrupulously withheld it, treating it like a sacred 
secret. [t is not easy to measure conduct like this 
nor to find terms in which to state how fine and 
great and good it 1s.”’

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Tux London Engineer some time since published a 
very complimentary notice of that valuable work, 
Capt. James M. Ingalls’s **‘ Hand Book of Problems 
in Exterior Ballistics, Part 1, Direct Fire,” and has 
some remarks not over complimentary to the Brit. 
ish artillery officer. Itsays: 


We fear thut this treatise will appeal chiefly to the naval 
officer, or perbaps to the inquiring minds of our volunteers 
—les ca sedentaires d’Angleterre—vow combining 
pecey and practice at Shoeburyness. As for the officer of 
Royal Artillery, any gunnery problem which cannot be 
done in the crack of a whip, and on horseback too, is be- 
neath his notice,-holding, as he does, the qualities of the 
groom in higher estimation than those of the gunner. 


Of the book itself the Engineer says: 


Looking at the table of contents, we find that 21 problems 
are discu . each illustrated by several numerical! ex. 
amples, by means of which—given the ballistic co-efficient 
of a guo,tbat is,the weight of the projectile divided by 
the square of the calibre—and given also the muzzle veloc- 
ity, we can by tbe use of the ballistic table compu'e the re. 
maining velocity at any range, the time of flight, the re- 
quisite elevation, the effect of wind, drift, etc.; in fact, all 
the various combinations of data and quesita are considered 
that can occur. The ballistic table depends ultimately on 
the experimental results of Mr. Bashforth on the resistance 
of the air; and, give not only the value of the reduced time 
T, and reduced distance 8, for any initial and final veloci- 
ties, as origivally invented by Mr. Bashfortb, but also the 
reduced deviation I, as originally given by Mr. Niven in de. 

D, instead of circular measure; and also the altituae 
unction A, as invented by Major Siacci. The ballistic tabie 
is still further complicated by the addition of General May- 
evski’s columns for B and M, quantities required in t 
theoretical determination of the drift of the projectile out 
of the vertical plane of fire. This drift, having calcu- 
lated. is allowed for by giving the appropriate deflection 
with Zalinski's telescopic sight. 

An important feature of the present work, as illustrating 
the value of theory, consists in a discussion of the quali- 
ties of the modern wilitary rifle, of very small calibre, and 
of the effect of slight variations in the weight of bullet 
and charge of powder. The important question of prohb- 
ability ot fire receives adequate treatment here. The single 
example given here of the friction with a Krupp 21 cm. 
gun, at a range of 2510m., against the Gruson turret at Bu- 
charest, will illustrate forcibly the vaiue of the application 
of a little of this theory. 
yet the target wus never struck in 94 shots; and, in fact, 
theory shows us,in example 19, that to make practically 
certain of hitting only once a target of this size, would re- 
quire about 230 shots—very important information to the 
artillery officer who wisbes to know how much ammunition 
he should expend,and how long it would take him to de- 
stroy the object. 

Merely to read the statement of the different problems 
discussed will prove to the most skeptical the practical 
value ofthe book. Take, for instance, the following, page 
107 : “ A committee was recently appointed to recommend a 
new rifle which would give a velocity of 800 foot seconds at 
1000 yards range, witha maximum height of trajectory of 
S2tt. Determine the proportion of weight of bullet to 
calibre to fulfil these conditions.” We look forward, in 
Part IL.,on high-angle fire, to still more interesting appli- 
— of theory to practical problems of modern artillery 
warfare.

“EXAMINATION FOR PROMOTION,” 
Tothe Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


In the JouRNAL of Nov. 22 (page 214), “ Texas” 
remarks that examination for promotion of an offi- 
cer of the Army should only be on such military 
subjects ‘‘ as refer to the duties he will have to per- 
form in the next higher military grade than the one 
he holds at the time of his examination.” “As 
regimental officers,” he further says, “have no 
duties in connection with grand tactivs, strategy, or 
the art of war, generals and staff officers only 
should be examined on these subjects.”’ 

* Texas’ forgets that the nation is invited to look 
upon the Army asa repository of military know- 
ledge, a school (evon if mainly theoretical) of grand 
tactics, strategy, and the art of war, and not merely 
as an institution kept up chiefiy to enable a second 
lieutenant “to learn bow to be” a first, a firsta 
captain, and sv forth. “‘ When the blast of war rings 
in our ears,” the “ Regular’’ subaltern of to-day is 
expected to be able to do justice to his commission 
as general to-morrow. The people do not support 
the present large body of company Officers, dispro- 
oo to the strength of the skeletonized en- 

isted skeleton—simply that in time of war said 
body may be drawn upon te file minor commands. 
Let the nation once understand that company offi- 
cers are expected to know no more about the art of 
war than the average civilian, and there will soon 
follow a cutting down to due proportions of the 
commissioned force whose boast it is and whose 
main raison d'étre it is presumed tu be, thatit can 
furnish the *‘ Great Capta‘ns”’ of future wars.

REVENUE MARINE. 


The pew United States revenue cutter Galveston was 
launched December 16 at the sbipyard of Charies Reeder 
and Sone, Baltimore, Md., in the presence of a large assem - 
bly. many of those present being connected with the 
maritime interests of the port and of the United States 
Revenue Marine. The iron craft shot steadily into the water 
without a hitch, and as she struck the water Miss Henrico 
Munger, daughter of Capt. F. M. Muoger, U. 8, R. M., the 
superintendent of construction, waved a bottle of sparkling 
cbumpagne in the air and brought it down on the star- 
board bow, saying at the same moment “I christen thee 
Galveston.” The Galveston will be one of the most com- 
plete vessels in the service of the Revenue Marine. She is 
built of iron, god is of the twin-screw type, fore and aft 
rigged. Her dimensions are: Length, 186 feet between per- 
pendiculars, beam 30 feet and deptb of hold 12 teet, her dis- 
placement being 660 tons. Doubie compound engines, with 
cylinders 16 and 30 inches in diameter, will drive her alon 
at a speed of not less than 13 knots an hour. 
pee will be 24 inches. Two Scotch steel boilers, 11 feet 
n diameter and 11% feet long, will supply the steam. Her 
cabins will be titteo elaborately in hard wood and the crew's 
quarters will be models of comfort and neatness. The crew 
will comprise 35 to 40 officers and men, and she will carry in 
addition to the regular small arms, tour rapid-firing guns.

AN UNJUST STATEMENT. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Tue following is taken from the New York 
Herald of the 13th instant:

When the first report of threatened trouble were 
received bere Col, Cbaries Sumner was ordered on from 
Washington to relieve him. Colonel Otis is incapacitated for 
duty only in that he hes increased in weight to such an ex- 
tent as to be totally unable to ride a horse—a very necessary 
part of a cavalry commander's duty. He is the largest man 
in the Army, being six feet three inches tall and weighing 
over 360 pounds. 

As the above report has not a particle of truth in 
it, except that Col. Otis has been ordered before a 
Retiring Board, on account of disease, a complaint 
under which he bas been suffering for 10 years, it is 
as ridiculous as it is untrue. Col. Otis craduated 
from the Military Academy in 1853, and after a long 
and faithful service of 37 years, he is about to seek 
that repose with which the Congress of the United 
States has decided to reward their veterans, worn 
out in doing their duty to their country, and to 
which they are entitled.

For 
instance, just Bow many subalterns are anxiously 
waiting to see how far down the list of captains, a 
captain who has heretofore been recommended for 
retirement by a board, will be allowed to hang on, 
until he reacnes the top of thelist, so as to be retired 
as a major under the new law. There is a good 
ehance tor favoritism. Again, it seems that the de- 
cisions of the examining board are not final until 
passed upon by the Department. Officers who have 
been examined are not informed whether they have 
passed or been found deficient. Suppose the board 
passes an officer and the Department disapproves 
the a what then? It is very necessary 
for the welfare of the Army that absolute justice be 
done to all, that there be no wirepulling to advance 
this or that favorite subaltern. The decision of the 
board should be final and announced to the officer 
before he leaves. Thereis no need forsecrecy. Un- 
less the power that the War Department has taken 
to itself in the interpretation of this bill is exercised 
with the utmost justice and its actions be above sus- 
picion of favoritism, Congress may find it necessary 
to change or repeal the law, for an officer who is de- 
prived of his commission will want to know the 
reason why.

Provided, That in case he shall engage in bostilities during 
civil war,or war levied by or against a foreign power or 
Government, he shall pay an equitable extra premium, to 
be fixed by the company, which if not paid at the time the 
extra risk is incurred shall be a lien upon the policy, an 
may, with interest, be deducted from any dividends credit 
4 said policy and the amount that may become due 

ereon. 

This agreement will not keep the above policy in force 
unless the regular premiums are duly paid and the other 
covenants are 0 rved,
